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PREFACE 


There is usually a reason or purpose in persuing any 
project* I have always been interested iii the patterns of liv¬ 
ing during each generation for those early people helped to 
fashion a culture which continues to enrich my own personal 
life. 

When York County was first settled there were two natural 
resources here that afforded a livelihood, namely, the land and 
the waterways. Each of these has been used differently down 
through the years. Recently I have been particularly interested 
in the land: who once owned it; how it^wafe used. This called to 
my mind that vast tract:.of now woodland^ reaching from Surrender 
Field, just below Yorktown, and extending to Patrick Henry Air¬ 
port. We call it the "Watershed". 

As a child, I frequently attended Grafton Christian Church 
with my grandmother Fannie Bette Hogg, for my sister and I visit¬ 
ed her regularly. Consequently, I saw and was among the people, 

young and old, who lived on farms in that area before they were

required to relocate due to the development of the watershed for 
the Newport News Waterworks. They^worshipped at Grafton Christian

Church. Some of the farms were settled for many generations by 
Moreland, Powell, Burcher, Wood, and Wilson, to name just a few. 

Denbigh Boulevard runs right through that once well in¬ 
habited farming community and as I travel it, my mind wonders 
and ponders on how those people once lived contentedly in that 
large area. Consequently, this summer I have organized in a 
manner some available material on one f amily. 


Many BURCH>lRS are my cousins, though I am not a lineal 


descendant of that family. I have enjoyed this superficial 
piece of research and have a high regard for all members of the 
family;\- BURCHERS are; among the earliest settlers of York County 

and as such, their activities are worthy of recognition along 
with the other "founding fathers".

Members’of the Burches family have been in both York and 
Warwick Counties since Colonial days. Those in Warwick, for the 


most part, lived in or near the boundary lines for the two coun¬ 
ties, indicating that they may have descended from a common ances¬ 
tor. 

The Court records for Warwick County were burned during the 
Civil War so are limited in scope. Most of the information on 
these people used in this manuscript has been found in census and 
tax records and the Grafton Christian__Chur< ?h Reglster.-

He saw active duty 
August 12 to September 2, 1814 and from November 1 to December 3 
the same year. During that period the British were in Hampton 
Roads and York River and Yorktown itself, incurred damages. ^ 
The name Hay/Hays/Hayes definitely links him to the Jphn—
